On reserve orders booked in advance 
of the shipping season, 25 percent down payment will be required, with the 
balance due when the shipping season opens. Orders are accepted only upon 
condition that they shall be void should injury befall the stock before shipment 
from any causes not under our control. Stock retained at our nurseries long 
enough to grow to a larger grade will be billed accordingly at shipping time. 


How to Send Money. An Express Money Order, Postal Money Order, or Bank 
Draft is the best form of remittance. You can send your personal check if you 
desire. It is not safe to send silver or bills except in a registered letter. 

Shipments. Please state when ordering how you wish shipment made—by Parcel 
Post, Express, or Freight. Lacking this information, we will use our best judgment 


as to method of forwarding. On orders for shipment add 10 percent to the list 
price to cover packing charges. 


Shipping and Planting Season. From the middle of November to March for bare- 
rooted plants. Container and Balled and Burlapped plants at any time. 


Guarantee. We guarantee our stock to be in first-class condition for growing 
when it leaves our hands. Every effort is used to have all our stock true to name. 
Nevertheless, it is understood that should any stock prove unsatisfactory or untrue 
to name, we shall be liable only for the sum originally paid for the stock and 
shall in no case be liable for any greater amount. The order should be examined 
carefully upon receipt and if not entirely satisfactory a report given us im- 
mediately. We do not guarantee any nursery stock to live, except with the under- 
standing that it will be replaced during the following planting season, at not less 
than 50 percent of the original purchase price, should any plants die within 90 
days from transplanting from causes other than neglect. 


Claims. If any errors should occur, they will be promptly rectified if claims are 
made within 10 days after receipt of stock. Our responsibility, except as stated 
above, ceases upon delivery of nursery stock to carrier.

April, are large (534 inches across), of full form and 
heavy texture. The color approaches mascara and the 
effect is self-colored. The garden effect might ap- 
proach deep maroon.

DAYLILIES in the South may be transp!anted 
at any time. Doing the job during late summer or 
fall assures you, however, that the plants will be- 
come well established before winter and give 
maximum results the first blooming season. Plant- 
ing should be at the same depth the plant grew 
in the nursery. A liberal amount of humus or 
similar decayed vegetable matter added to the soil 
is advisable. Two applications of a high-grade 
commercial fertilizer during the growing season 
will keep the plants in vigorous condition. Never 
try to push them too much. Keep well watered 
until thoroughly established during hot, dry 
periods. For best results planting should be in 
sunny or at least partially sunny locations.
